CHURCHILL APPEALED TO THE

(The following dispatch from a war correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch at the British naval station 
in the Colony of Natal, was held back 48 hours by 
the British censor.) 

DURBAN, Natal, Nov. 15, 2:55 p. m.—The 
Post-Dispatch’s war correspondent, Lieut. 
Winston Churchill of the Fourth Hussars, 
was captured by the Boers to-day and is 
held a prisoner at or near Colenso. 

He undertook to get through the Boer 
lines to (Ladysmith, leaving Estcourt early 
this morning on an armored train, which 
set out with a detachment of Dublin Fusi- 
liers and another of the Durban volunteers 
to reconnoiter in the neighborhood of 
Colenso. 

At Chieveley Station, four miles south of 
OColenso, the train was , derailed, being 
caught in a trap laid by the Boers. When 
the train was brought to a standstill the 
Boers opened fire upon it from strong posi- 
tions with nine-pounders and Maxims. 

The cars and trucks were overturned, but 
the locomotive and tender ultimately re- 
turned to Estcourt, with a part of the Dub- 
lins and Natals covering the retreat.

ESTCOURT, Natal, Nov. 13.—About 
500 Boers have arrived at Chievely 
station. They blew up the railway 
line there with dynamite, retiring on 
seeing a mounted infantry patrol and 
other patrolling parties. 

The Boers are reported to-day to 
be south of the Tugela River, which 
runs through Colenso. 

Reports from Weenen (about 20 
miles northeast of Estcourt) indicate 
that it is possible that an attack is 
intended to be made upon this place. 
(This undoubtedly refers to the 
movement of Gen. Schalkburger’s 
commando, which has been reported 
as advancing from the Transvaal 
through Zululand upon the capital of 
Natal in the rear of the British 
troops penned up in Ladysmith). 

The troops here are. sleeping in 
their boots and the utmost vigilance 
is maintained, but general confidence 
prevails that in the Open country 
any Dutch attack can be repulsed.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—A battle ts imminent 
near Estcourt, where a foree of Boers 200 
strong and well equipped with modern field 
guns threatens an attack. It is probable 
that the British at Estcourt will find it the 
best strategy to fall back on the Mool River 
or Pietermaritzburg before Estcourt, like 
Ladysmith, becomes isolated from Durban, 
the base.

The murderer returned to St. Louis again 
within the next year.

She reminded him of 
his former crime and told him that if he 
continued drinking he might commit. an- 
other and not escape 60 easily. He said: 

“Well, why not if there’e money in it?’” 

Some years after the murder the mur- 
derer became wealthy. About the same 
time Mrs. Lohrman’s father died and left 
her little or nothing. She was acquainted 
with the murderer's improved financial con- 
dition. 

He frequently sent her money through an 
attorney. She says he paid the expenses of 
moving her family to Kansas City, and 
later paid her expenses when she moved to 


Chicago. 

The man never told ‘her the detalls of 
the murder, why he committed it or how. 
She did not question him, being burdened 
with enough of it The knowledge of his 
other crimes, burglaries and the like, did 
not bother her. but she did not wish to 
know any more than was forced upon her 
during that midnight ride about the murder. 

At times she believed that he had com- 
mitted the murder for hire, judging by his 
remark about there being money in such 
crimea. Again she believed he did not 
intend to kill the girl, but beat her to force 
submission to his wishes. In this hypothe- 
sis it was easily understood what he wanted 
Mrs. Lohrman to go out there for. She 
was to see what was the matter with the 
girl and revive her, if possibile 
necessarily any cecnneéc- 
tion between Anna Wiess and the money 
displayed by the man at Mrs. Lohrman’s 
house. He was a “good” crook whe had 
frequently displayed money before, 

As the murderer prospered Mrs. Lohr- 
man went down in the world. Her sons 
made trouble and expense for her The 
murderer was not libera! with her, but she 
was not of the kind who give information 
to the police ,and she Kept her secret It 
was not until she wrote the murderer a let- 
ter which he returned with a footnote to 
the effect that he would return any fur- 
ther communication unopened that she 
turned against him. 

She wrote to his father, detailing all she 
knew about the murder of Anna Whless. 
The father’s knowledge of the crime is 
what moved the old man to will his prop- 
erty to the eon, so Mrs. Lohrman = de- 
ciares, Still she did not inform on the 
murderer. Between him and the police she 
was asked to choose, and—the police were 
not her friends. 

Her conscience did not begin to bother 
her until her son George was killed in a 

uarry near Alton. She belteved, and still 
does, that George was murdered. Stil] she 

did not inform on the murderer of Anna 
VW less. 

Mrs. Lohrman's son Carl was stabbed by 
a crook in August, 1887. While Carl was 
on his deathbed he had a physician write 
to the murderer of Anna Wiess asking the 
latter come to his asaistance.

Carl would not te}! his 
mother’the real reason for wanting to see 
the man. Carl Was naturally secretive. He 
did not reveal the name of the man who 
stabbed him until he was dying.

CHURCHILL FOUGHT BRAVELY 


Courage of the Post-Dispatch Corre- 
spondent Described by Stevens of 
the London Mail. 


‘ LONDON, Nov. 17.—War correspondent 
Stevens of the Mail tells this story of the 
bravery shown oy Lieut. Churchifi in the 


fight at Chieveley: 

‘‘When the armored train left Estcourt on 
Wednesday morning, on its daily recon- 
naissance toward Colenso, Churchill begged 
for permission to go. This was granted, 
and he took a place alongside the Fusi- 
leers and Durban Light Infantry, of the 
train guard. 

“The trip was uneventful on the way out,

‘‘The train jumped the track. At the 
same instant Boer guns, placed for the occa- 
sion, opened fire. 

“Our men bravely responded, but the 7- 
pounder on the train was speedily put out 
of action by the enemy's bigger guns. The 
firing was at close range. 

“Our meft used their rifles to good effect, 
but were opposed to an overwhelming force 
and a fearful fire. 

“The officers showed splendid coolness, 
magnificently seconded by Lieut. Churchill. 

“When the trucks overturned, Churchill 
rallied’ the party again and again, crying: 
‘Be men!’ at the same time fearlessly ex- 
posing himself to the heavy fire. 

‘As the men set to work to remove the 
disabled trucks and cut adrift the eng-ne. 
on which the wounded were piled, Churchill 
took a rifle and waited on with the re- 
tiring party, so as to cover the others’ es- 
cape. 

“He is reported to be a prisoner, but there 
is reason to hope that a npmber of our 
men have escaped over thé Veldt and pos- 
sibly Churchill is among them. 

“His bravery is the theme of admiration 
of the entire encampment here. I learn 
that the affair was somewhat in the nature 
of a surprise, although the military au- 
thorities were warned that the rails were 
likely to be tampered with by disloyal 
Dutch, 

“The exact scene of the disaster is near 
the monument erected to the Dutch who 
were murdered by Zulus sixty years ago. 

“An ambulance train was sent out from 
here, but it returned with only one wound- 
ed man aboard. He belonged to the Im- 
perial Light Horse, but was in the skirmish 
with the enemy. 

“The doctor on the train rode inio the 
Boer lines and was courteously informed 
that the wounded could not be removed un- 
Me permission was obtained from Gen. Jou- 

ert. 

“No information was obtained about Win- 
ston Churchill. We have, we belleve, about 
100 men wounded and missing. But many 
of these latter shag come back in a day 
or so.”’

RUMOR OF JOUBERT'S DEATH 


It Is Not Credited in London, as He 
Was Known to Be Alive on 
Wednesday. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The rumors of Gen. 
Joubert’s death receives no credence here, 
as the War Offfice has reports that he was 
still in command on Wednesday last. In 
the opinion of military men Joubert’s death 
would produce an important effectsupon the 


Boer plan of attack. A younger and more 
impulsive General would take the place of 
a more cautious commander and order an 
assault upon Gen, White's position. Gen. 
Joubert has been at once a most resourceful 
Generali and the noblest patriot on the Boer 
side. 

One story from Estcourt reports a Boer 
repulse on Wednesday, as follows: 

“A Boer contingent of 300 men came south 
of Frere on Wednesday and two companies 
of mounted troops, Imperial Light Horse 
and Natal carbineers, en ed them eight 
miles from Estcourt. The ers occupied 
a strong position on a kopje. The carbineers 
worked round on their right. and drove the 
enemy back, whereupon the Imperial Light 
Horse opened a br fire at a medium 
rangs, killing several. One man of the Im- 
perial Light Horse was wounded.” 

Another dispatch from the same point 
says that a missionary, a native, but a re- 
liable man, who arrived from Ladysmith, 
reports that a fight took place there on 
Friday, Nov. 10, 

He says that volunteers went out in the 
early morning and drew the enemy from 
their positions on to a flat, where the regu- 
lar troops, under Sir George White, out- 
flanked the Boers, administering a crushing 
defeat and inflicting at loss. 

More than 30 Kaffirs, the missionary 
says, were employed by the Boers to bury 
their dead, and two trains, each drawn by 
two engines, carried away the wounded.

His skull had 
been crushed anda bullet hole tn his head

“The old way of fumigating with dry sil- 
phur was quicker and cheaper, but scien- 
tific experiments showed that it did not 
kill the microbes, Where three men could 
fumigate a house with sulphur it requires 
six with the se.of formalyehyde.

Hose Upon It. 


WEIGHED THIRTY-TWO POUNDS. 


METEOR COULD NOT BE LOCATED 
FRIDAY. 


Scientific Persons Think the Chunk 
May Have Come from the Chim- 
neys of Rolling Mills 
Nearby. 
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OOL Piggott avenue in 
Louis there is a wagon with one of tts 
shafts broken off. In the ground, just be- 
neath the break in the shaft, there is a 
Siigiht depression, the wagon 
fence, of palings of which 
broken. 

A meteorite is credited doing all 
this damage. Strange to the meteor 
disappeared mysteriously it 
came; at least it could not be located rri- 
day morning, though it was said to have 
been on exmsdltion in the s.ore thursday. 

Stepnen «onroy and Marun Monanan, 
both of Whom hive apove the store, Say 
they saw the meteor when it feil at 4 
ocock ‘Thursday morning.

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CNLY A FEW LEONIDS SEEN. 


Paris and London Astronomers Went 
Above Clouds by Balloon. 

Dr. P. J. See, one of the most advanced 
astronomers in the Government service, 
Says the shower of Leonids has been an- 
nounced one year too soon, and that the 
great dispi‘ay will occur in the middle of 
Novesnber, 1900. 

“After the most careful observations, 
made with the best instriiments of the Gov- 
ernment,’ he said, “I am thoroughly con 
vinced that the passage is two years instead 
of-one year. The meteoric shower has not 
been as heavy this time as there was good 
scientific reason for believing it would be. 
That is because we have not vet struck the 
thick part of the tail. 

“By my calculations this collision will 
occur in the middie of November. 1900. 
Then the resultant display of burning 
meteors will be as brilliant as the one ob- 
served by Humboldt in Venezuela In 1799. 

“The present visitation is a counterpart 
of that of 1833. At that time there were 
displays in two vears, that of 1832 being 
afout as feeble as the present has been, 
und that of the succeeding year being near- 
ly a striking as the one recorded by Hum- 
a) : 

At no point of observation did the dis- 
play come up to the expectations of scien- 
tists. In France and England astronomers 
used balloons with varying success. Miss 
KlumpkKe, an American astronomer, at- 
tached to the French Observatory. de- 
scenced in safety from a balloon ascen- 
sion at Coutances, in Normandy. W hile 
the trip was highly successful and the 
young woman won great admiration by her 
exhibition of nerve, her observations were 
unsatistactory. 
Rikhofs’ ascent reached a height of 1000 
meters. One hundred Leonids. twenty of 
which were of the first magnitude, were ob- 
served from the balloon. The descent was 
made near the village of Plessis. St Op- 
portune, Department of the Pure. 

A dispatch from Paris quotes M. Camille 
Flammarion as follows: 
‘Ae had calculated, the shower ot 
shooting stars was not very abundant. The’ 
meteors had become dispersed ,along the 
whole length of their trajection. 
“Inetead of the hundreds of thousands 
observed in 1799 and in 1833. it has not been 
possible to register even 1000.

London—Twhe astronomere here failed to 
get even a glimpse of the meteors. Once, 
shortly after midnight, one beautiful me- 
teor flashed out from the sickle of Leo, 
but it only ehimmered an instant and dis- 
appeared. Neither Sir Norman Lockeyer 
nor his son believe that the shower has yet

a yachington—Astronomers here share in 
the general cisappointment. The best that 
has ben seen was a mere sputter.

An Unusual List of Default Divorces, 
Embracing All Offenses Named 
in or Inferred From the 
Statutes. 


Another divorce record was broken by 
Judge Talty Friday when he called his 
default docket. 

He considered 27 cases—the highest num- 
ber that any judge of the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court ever heard in one day. He was 
occupied all day, and was compelled to 
set some of his docket for Saturday. 

Argie R. Moore was an applicant for a 
divorce from Cora Moore. He claims he 
married her June 2, 1897, and separated from 
her in the following September. But he 


declares that his married life, although 
brief, was full of trouble. He tried to be 
a model husband, he says, but his wife ren- 
dered his condition intolerable by calling 
him names, telling him that she did not 
love him, threatening to kill him and 
neglecting her household duttes to go out 
~ night without giving an account of 
ierself, 
‘(Mamie FYelds charged Granison Fields 
with desertion and averred that, after leav- 
ing her, he never contributed anything to 
her support. He lived with her a month, 
she @ald, and then left her without an 
explanation, although she had not quar- 
reled wich him. She asked that the same 
Gaecree, divorcing her, restore her maiden 
name, ‘Mamie Johnson. 


Lawrence Yonk charged a long list of 
indignities against Mary Yonk, culminating 
in her desertion, upon which occasion she 
took all her personal property.

Short but bittér was Mary Kodai'’s matri- 
monial experience with Ad 2iph Kodar, ac- 
cording to her petition for a divorcee. Phe 
claimed she married him Sept. 12, 1898, and 
was foreed to leave him early in the fol- 
lowing May. She declared he drank to ex- 
cess, and when under the influence of lI'q- 
uor, which was almost Gaily. he maltreated 
her, shooting her once while she was lying 
in bed and threatening to cut her throat 
with a knife on another occasion. She 1e- 
cited other indignities. She asked that the 
divorce decree restore her maiden name, 
Mary Cezek, to her. 

Two grounds for divorce were set up by 
Laura Eveiine Edmonds against Elliott W. 
Edmonds. She claimed he deserted her and 
also had another wife Jiving when he mar- 
ried her.

Minnie C. Pretzhow had many grievances 
to relate against Louis W. Pretzhow. She 
charged that he deserted her, as a culmi- 
nation of his alleged maltreatment. She 
eaid he treated her with supreme indiffer- 
ence and frequently remained away from 
home all night.and for several days with- 
out making any explanations. She a/'so 
declared that he refused to support her, al- 
though he was able-bodied, and that her 
relatives were compelled to support her.
